REVIEW S A LL MODERN WARS 


For Every Star 
of the Flag 
2,500 


Soldiers 
Fell— States’ 
Rights 


Settled Forever. 


Tile Rev. Daniel Ryan, pastor of 
the Glenwood M. E. church, who ad­ 
dressed the loeal post of the G. A. 
R. this afternoon at their 
annual 
Memorial day exercises in the court 
house assembly room, knew where­ 
of 
he 
spoke, 
because 
lie 
went 
through the civil war as a member of 
the Thirteenth United States infan­ 
try, General Sherman’s old regiment, 
and has had an active part in the 
Grand Army of the Republic, having 
served as chaplain-in-chief of the 
national G. A. R. during the year 
1009-1010. 
The exercises opened today with 
the singing of the song, “America.” 
The invocation was pronounced 
by 
the Rev. C. M. Yocum, pastor of the 
Main Street Christian church. 
The 
reacting of Lincoln’s Gettysburg ad­ 
dress followed and then the report 
of the statistician of the local corps 
was read. 
Mrs. C. E. Walden 
of 
Connersville gave a recitation and 
Miss Janet Dean played 
a 
violin 
Nolo. 
Following a 
recitation 
by 
George Poston and a 
reading 
by 
Mis- Frances Fra7.ee. 
Mi-s Walden 
sang “The Star Spangled 
Banner” 
and the audience joined 
in 
singing 
“Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean.’’ 
After a prayer, the Rev. Mr. Ryan 
delivered his address on the subject. 
“Our Annie- and 
Their 
Achieve­ 
ments.” 
The speaker reviewed briefly tile 
history of all the wars in which the 
United Stator 
has 
been 
engaged, 
beginning with 
the 
revolutionary, 
showing that none had 
been 
n- 
costly to the United States, both in 
loss of life and money as the civil 
war. 
Til discussing the civil war and 
and what it achieved, the Rev. Mr. 
Ryan siad: 
“States’ rights was settled 
for­ 
ever and slavery was abolished nev­ 
er to appear 
here again. 
In 
the 
two thousand battles fought 111,070 
northern men were killed and 275,- 
000 died from disease, making the 
dead and wounded from all cause- 
over 370,000, 
The total number of 
wounded and dead on our side was 
040.000. 
The confederate loss 
in 
dead and wounded was 400,000 ma­ 
king the total number of dead and 
wounded in the whole war 1.040,000. 
The total cost of the war was 
$5,- 
500.000.000. 
“ For every star 2.500 of our com­ 
rades fell. For every -tar 5,500 died; 
and for 
every 
star 
0,000 
were 
wounded. 
The Rev. Mr. Ryan 
pointed out 
that even though the Revolutionary 
war lasted seven years, there were 
only 8.000 lives lost in fifty-five bat­ 
tles. 
The war 
cost 
$137,193,703. 
The republic was bom with a popu­ 
lation of six million souls, he said, 
and it was only the second one in 
the world. Switzerland having as­ 
sumed a Republican form of govern­ 
ment previously. 
Now the number 
of Republics in the world, he sta­ 
ted. is twenty-five, with a population 
of 850,570.000.

The members of the G. A. R. and

to a stirring address by the Rev. S. 
G. Huntington at the First Baptist 
church Sunday morning. 
It was the 
annual Memorial 
sermon 
to 
the 
Grand Army. 
The Rev. Mr. Hunt­ 
ington took for his subject “ Hallow­ 
ed Memories” and in the course of 
his address recalled 
the 
days 
of 
hardship through which the Union 
oldiers passed for the good of all 
mankind. 
He said iii part as fol­ 
lows : 


“As a matter of fact David great 
as he was could not personally make 
God immortal 
or 
perpetuate 
His 
name throughout all generations of 
men. 
He might make 
God’s 
name 
pronounced 
within 
the 
circle 
in 
which 
he 
moved 
and 
perhaps 
throughout the land for a 
whole 
generation he could also tell about 
him in his writings but beyond those 
things he could go no further. Oili­ 
er men must also act their part in 
the proclamation of God’s name in 
the earth if it is to be perpetuated 
always among the children of men. 
“The Wise Man says, ‘A living 
dog is better than a dead lion.’ Isa­ 
iah says ‘The living, the living, lie 
shall praise Thee, as I do this day: 
the father to the children shall make 
known Thy 
truth.’ 
Ananias 
who 
doubted Paul’s conversion was told 
to doubt it not, the Lord 
saying to 
him,” For he (Paul) is a chosen 
vc--el unto me. to bear my name Tie- 
fore the Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children of Israel.’ 
Peter was also 
especially called to go among the 
Gentiles and tell them of God. The 
Disciple- were commissioned to go 
into all the world and preach the 
go-pel and thus spread God’s name 
abroad in the land. 
The Reformers 
were evidently called out 
for 
the 
same purpose as likewise every child 
of God. 


“The remembrance spoken of in 
the text was not for a day, a week, 
a month, a year, 
or

year- but throughout all generations 
forever. 
To place such a responsi­ 
bility upon a single 
mortal 
man 
would Tie folly. 
Feeble man has his 
limitations, he can go so far but no 
farther. 
But God is limitless and 
there are no bounds to his habita­ 
tion or ability to do. 
Matters of an 
eternal character must have behind 
them the support of the eternal One. 
“The text ha- reference to Jesus 
Christ and the furtherance of God’s 
name through the everlasting king­ 
dom He should establish. Both di­ 
vine and human beings are remem­ 
bered for what they do, a c ts worthy 
of rememberance are seldom if ever 
forgot til. 
The 
Father 
and 
Son 
are one and the acts of one stand 
for the acts of the other.

repeating rifle a shot gun and ear 
ries seventy-five rounds of ammuni 
non. 
This all sounds like a wild west 
story hut the ammunition and guns 
were stolen Sunday afternoon from 
the home of Lyman 
Barnard, near 
Orange. 
About 
three 
year- 
ago 
Stevens carried on just 
about the 
same campaign and the people along 
the Rush-Fayette county line from 
Falmouth to Orange united in round­ 
ing bim up. 
The Barnard family 
was 
away 
from home Sunday. Someone 
saw 
Stevens enter the place and called 
Sheriff Cavitt and the Fayette coun­

officials.

Steven- had taken to the woods, and 
the woods in that section are noth­ 
ing hut thicket- and are .situated 
among the hills.

NOT FREE FROM RESTRAINT 


Dr. Jamieson at United Presbyterian 


Church Preaches Third Sermon 


of Series. 


Last night at the St. Paul’s Math 
odist church Rev. Batchelor spoke 
on the “Limitations of Liberty.” The 
text was, Gal 5:13, “Ye were called 
for freedom for an occasion to the 
flesh, but through love be servants 
to one another.” 
He said in part, 
“The point which Paul makes, 
is 
that liberty is for u-e and not abuse 
Men abuse their freedom in different 
ways. 
In Paul’s day there was an 
abuse of it in religion. 
Intoxicated 
with their spiritual freedom 
some 
assumed that they could do as they 
pleased. 
There is an abuse of free­ 
dom in the social world. 
The doc­ 
trine of free love is a ease in point. 
Some assume they are 
above 
the 
moral customs of men. 
In the poli­ 
tical world the abuse 
of 
freedom 
takes the form of anarchy. The an­ 
archist wants to be free from all re- 
traint of law. 
So liberty has its 
temptations. 
Its abuse in 
religion 
may he characterized as license; its 
abuse in society as 
lewdness, its 
abuse in government as lawlessness. 
There i s therefore no such thing 
as absolute liberty. 
Liberty has its 
limitations. 
It is subject to law. 
The Bible speak- of the “perfect law 
of liberty.” 
It is nevertheless a law 
which holds liberty within prescrib­ 
ed limits. 
Paul cites two illustra­ 
tions in the contest, 
First, the lib- 
rtv of speech. 
The Galatians as- 
umed that they could speak of each 
other as they pleased. 
Hence Paul 
'aid, “Ye bite and devour one an­ 
ither.” There i- no 
such thing 
as 
ibsolute freedom of speech that al- 
ovvs a man to 
say anything he 
pleases about another. 
The tongue 
is to he held 
in 
restraint. 
Public 
peeeh is limited by libel laws. This 


i s right. 
It i- 
in the intere-ts 
of 
freedom to protect men from libel­ 
ous and slanderous statements. 
The second illustration which Paul 
gives is liberty of action.— He said. 
“Walk in the Spirit.” 
We can 
no 
more do as we 
please than we can 
speak as we please. 
Our action is 
defined by restraints. 
All our civil 
aw is built on this principle. 
We 
ire not permitted to act so as to 
menace the life of property of an­ 
other. 
A child will doubtle-s think 
its liberty is taken away when we 
refuse to let it play with a razor or 
play in the fire. 
Neither is it taking 
away the liberty of any one to limit 
lis freedom. 
It is insuring the lib­ 
erty of all men. 
So liberty is not freedom from re­ 
straint. 
It consists in acknowledg­ 
ing the binding force of restraints. 
tut the truly free man is not con­ 
scious of these. 
He lives above the 
aw whi<*h limits 
his 
liberty. 
The 
aw against murder or theft does not 
harass him, because it is not in his 
heart to do any of these forbidden 
things. 
We need therefore the re­ 
straints of freedom. 
Without these 
we would place money above man­ 
hood, 
cunning 
above 
conscience, 
privilege above principle, 
lewdness 
above love, license above liberty.

Motor 
Speedway, 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., May 31.— Records are 
falling 
at every lap at the fifth internation­ 
al 590 mile race. 
The attendance is 
estimated at 75,000. 
La-t year it 
was 100,000. 


The three Stutz ears and Ralph 
Dc Palma in a Mercedes view with 
each other for 
popularity 
in 
the 
stands. 
While the crowd liked the 
Italian, it was pulling for the three 
Indiana jndis-made cars. 
There was 
much dope that an Indianapolis car 
might duplicate the performance of 
the Marmot! and the National cars. 
At the end of 350 miles De Palma 
in his Mercedes was leading. 
His 
time was 3 hours, 54 minutes and 
41 IOO seconds. 
At the three hun­ 
dred mile mark DePalma was lead­ 
ing. 
His average w a s 90 and 21 IOO 
miles an hour. 
Last year the aver­ 
age at 300 miles by Thomas the win­ 
ner of the race w a s 82 and 98 IOO 
mile- an 
hour. 
DePalma’s 
speed 
was steadily increasing. 
John De Palma in a delage retired 
from the race in the 41It lap with a 
oose fly wheel. This was the Delage 
ar that won the race last year. 
Ralph De Palma, the Italian driv­ 
ing the German Mercedes was tak­ 
ing no chances fearing a repetition 
f his experience in 1912 when he 
forced his ear p ast the limit for 490 
mile-, only 
to 
lose 
the 
race. Ile 
topped for the second time in his 
131st lap and changed all tour tires. 
Ie surrendered the lead 
*o 
Dario 
te>ta in a Peugeot, for it took him 
two minutes and twenty-one seconds 
to make the change. 
De Palma was one and one-fourth 
ups behind Re-ta when he re-en­ 
tered the race, with tour new tire-. 
Ie made up when Rest a pulled into 
the nits to change tires. 
It was a 
pretty race between De La.mn and 
Re-ta with fir-t one in the lead and 
then the other. 
By the time Res ta 
re-entered the race De Palma was 
nearly a full lap ahead.

king the total number of dead and 
wounded in the whole war 1,040,000.

wounded. ' 


The Rev. Mr. Ryan 
pointed out 


that even though the Revolutionary 
war lasted seven years, there were 
only 8.000 lives lost in fifty-five bat- 
tles; The war cost $137,193,703. 
The republic was born with a popu- 
lation of six million souls, he said, 
and it was only the second one in 
the world, Switzerland having as- 
sumed a Republican form of govern- 
ment previously. Now the number 
of Republics in the world, he sta- 
ted, is twenty-five, with a population 
of 850,570,000.

NOT FREE FROM RESTRAINT 


Dr. Jamieson at United Presbyterian 


Church Preaches Third Sermon 


of Series. 


Last night at the St. Paul's Meth- 


odist church Rev. Batchelor spoke 
on the "Limitations of Liberty." The 
text was, Gal 5:13, "Ye were called 
for freedom for an occasion to the 
flesh, but through love be servants 
to one another." He said in part 
'The point which Paul makes, 
is 


that liberty is for use and not abuse. 
Men abuse their freedom in different 
ways. In Paul's day there was an 
abuse of it in religion. 
Intoxicated 


with their spiritual freedom 
some 


assumed that they could do as they 
pleased. There is an abuse of free- 
dom in the social world. The doc- 
:rine of free love is a case in point. 
Some assume they are 
above 
the 


moral customs of men. In the poli- 
:ical world the abuse 
of freedom 


takes the form of anarchy. The an- 
archist wants to be free from all re- 
straint of law. 
So liberty has its 


:emptations. Its abuse in 
religion 


may be characterized as license; its 
abuse in society as 
lewdness, its 


abuse in government as lawlessness. 


There is therefore no such thing 


is absolute liberty. Liberty has its 
imitations. 
It is subject to law. 


The Bible speaks of the "perfect law 
of liberty." It is nevertheless a law 
vhich holds liberty within prescrib- 
ed limits. Paul cites two illnstra- 
ions in the contest. First, the lib- 
:rty of speech. The Galatians as- 
iumed that they could speak of each 
ither as they pleased. 
Hence Paul 


said, "Ye bite and devour one an- 
ither." There is no such thing as 
Absolute freedom of speech that al- 
ows a man to 
say 
anything he 


leases about another. The tongue 
s to be held in restraint. 
Public 


peech is limited by libel laws. This 
s right. It is in the interests of 
'reedom to protect men from libel- 
jus and slanderous statements. 


The second illustration which Paul 


gives is liberty o£ action.—He said, 
'Walk in the Spirit." We can 
no 


more do as we please than we can 
peak as we please. Our action is 
defined by restraints. All our civil 
aw is built on this principle. 
We 


re not permitted to act so as to 
nenace the life of property of an- 
jther. A child will doubtless think 
ts liberty is taken away when we 
efuse to let it play with a razor or 
Jay in the fire. Neither is it taking 
away the liberty of any one to limit 
ie freedom. It is insuring the lib- 
rty of all men. 


So liberty is not freedom from re- 


straint. It consists in acknowledg- 
ng the _ binding force of restraints. 
Jut the truly free man is not con- 
cions of these. He lives above the 
aw wliidi limits his liberty. The 
aw against murder or theft does not 
larass him, because it is not in his 
heart to do any of these forbidden 
hings. We need therefore the re- 
straints of freedom. 
Without these 


we would place money abov'e man- 
lood, cunning above 
conscience, 


>rivilege above principle, 
lewdness 


above love, license above liberty.

First. The object-was a suitable 


marriage. 
There was doubtless 


plenty of sentiment as the parties 
interested in such an arrangement 
a're always sentimental. 
But there 


was a whole lot of good sound judg- 
ment exercised, and there should al- 
ways be a lot of good common sense 
used in this matter.

who would develop criminal tenden- 
cies. If not, their children, if such 
were born to them would likely man- 
ifest criminal tendencies. If neither 
of these things happened, one thing 
is sure; he would have had a lot 
of'relatives, by marriage, who were 
criminals. No. self respecting young 
man would be happy in such a re- 
lationship. There are splendid fam- 
ilies. 
Happiest 
marriages 
united 


congenial families. Again this mat- 
ter was made a subject of earnest 
prayer. Eliezer prayed over it. He 
wanted to be sure that he was being 
led by the Lord. When the matter 
was settled, 
God was thanked be- 


cause he had made his way prosper- 
ous. 
Every ideal courtship is the 


subject of prayer. I do not say that 
all matches are made in heaven, but 
I do say that "God settcth the soli- 
tary in families," and if He is asked 
about it and you are willing to fol- 
low his leadership, he will so guide, 
that no mistake will be made.

She thought he was well to do she 
finds he is in debt for the money he 
borrowed to i*c during their conrt- 
•hip. He thought he would have a 
home. lie finds that she does not 
know the first rudiments of home- 
making and hns no indelination to 
lertrn. lie comes home drunk; she 
did not know that he ever drank. 
They did not 
know 
each 
other. 


Young man, if yon are poor, do not 
be ashamed of the fact, but be man- 
ly about it. If yon arc not a Chris- 
tian, do not pretend 
to 
be, if 
a 


young woman's mind is made 
up 


that she will never keep house with- 
out someone else to do the house- 
work, do not conceal that fact until 
after the 
marriage 
ceremony. 
If 


you are a Christian, and intend to 
maintain the Christian life, do not 
compromise with 
your 
conscience, 


and .sacrifice your principle to please 
your gentleman friend. If you have 
convictions, 
as 
every 
Christian 


ought to have on Sabbath observ- 
ance, and on promiscuous dancing, 
and other social evils, be true 
to 


your convictions and your God be- 
fore marriage; 
if you 
expect 
to 


have the respect of your husband 
and the joy of salvation after mar- 
riage. 


Third. 
The ideal courtship is a 


temporary 
affair. 
Sometimes 
it 


wisely terminates without marriage. 
Two young people discover that they 
are not suited to each other, for life 
companions 
and 
the 
courtship 


ceases and no injustice is done. If 
the fuller knowledge of each ripens 
into an abiding and undying love, 
God has ordained the marriage re- 
lationship, -and bound 
these 
two 


hearts together in that blessed bond 


of true home love.
